Mrs. Tony Lois of 19 \S'alson avenue 


Tvaa frightfully burned at her home 
early this afternoon' when aii oil stove 
which E!IC "'us lighting exploded, the 
flames-communicating to her clothes 
Instantly. At the Lowell' Corporation 
hospital, where she was removed 
in 
the ambulance, it was stated'that her 
recovery fa not expected. 


Mrs. Lois had just finished dinner 


and 'heY 'hilriba'ifd 'had gone hack to 
'his work in the Applclon mills. The 
woman 'was standing over a small oil 
stove when the flumes suddenly shot 
up and caught on her dress. In a mo- 
'mcnt all her clothing was afire and 
she was running frantically about the 
house shouting in her own language 
for help, .Hrs. Alice Alesw. who re- 
sides directly across the slrcei, was 
the first attracted to the room and she 
found Jlrs. Lois rushing from 
one 


room to another with her clothes 
all 


ablaze. Four small children were at- 
tempting to clins to her clothing and 
their little dresses caught lire also but 
the (|uick work of Mrs. Messer pre- 
vented them from suffering any seri- 
ous results. Ail attempt was made to. 
stop tho hysterical woman so that tho 
names could be extinguished but she 
continued to run about 
the 
house. 


Jlrs. Messcr then filled a. pail with 
water and followed' her from room to 
.room, finally putting .out the blaze af- 
ter several .pails of water had 
been 


used. 
While fanning about the lene- 


mont several small fires started but 
these were promptly extinguished. 


Mrs. 
Lois' 
whole body was' badly 


tinned and tho hair was burned 
from 


:ier head. After the fire had been put 
out she 
lay on Hie floor unconscious. 


An emergency call was seiii for 
the 


ambulance and an-alarm was sounded 
from box 31. corner of Westford 
and 


Ctielmsford streets. 
In the meantime 


Mrs. .Messcr'stripped the bits of clotti- 
ng 
fiom 
the woman and did every- 


thing possible for her comfort.

The lire was quickly extinguished by 


tho firemen, the blaze being on the 
floor, on a. bureau and in a basket

clothing; While pit firemen were put- 
ting out the blazo .Mrs. Lois was pre- 
pared for the ambulance and

stated that she could not live.

7alth for 70 Years," Mr. Ferrin found 
its inspiration in Ti_m 11 4:7: "I have 
fought the good tight.

one. The necessity of a readjustmcn 
of Chrlsllan thinking to a new out 
look upon the universe and changei 
conceptions of Ood and man has beei 
very Insistent. There was need tha 
tho facts and experiences on which re 
ligion Is based should be set in a nev 
framework. 
'Keeping the faith' ha 


been a sore perplexity to many, and t- 
others a most rewarding and delight 
ful revelation of Christian truth an 
experience. 


"So it seemed well to me on thi 


70th anniversary to ask

Street church has fared in 'keepin. 
the faith/ Not that her experience ha

ness of religious experience." 


Mr. Ferrin traced the life of the 
Ilgh Street church through the four 
icriods, and In conclusion, said: 


"In surveying the spiritual life 
of 


Ilgh Street church, EO far as 1 have 
>een able lo form conclusions, 1 feel 
that I am justified in claiming'-for, her 
thai she has 'kc|,t the faith* with 
loyal heart ami with open mind, with 
i steady enlargement and 
readjust- 


ment of her faith to meet the expand- 
.ng knowledge and experience of man— 
scientifically, biblically, socially. 


"Of course, there have been individ- 


uals In each period who have resisted 
he progressive movements of the age, 
conscientiously no doubt, desiring 
lo 


*ecp the faith in Its old forms of ex- 
pression and Interpretation. 
Rut the 


church as a whole has accepted the 
assurance of Paul to Timothy that 'the 
word of God Is not bound.' 
She has 


not stood on the bank, as the stream 
of progress, of enlightened 
thought 


and faith has moved on. 


"But. friends, Christianity Is not a 


ilstory. 
Neither is Congregational- 


ism. 
They are a principle. 
We, 


make no progress by celebrating his- 
tory, hut by applying principles. 
The 


business of ihe church Is 
to 
apply 


ihristian principles. 
It is to repro- 


duce the spirit of Jesus Christ, his 
method, his purpose and his life, in the 
world. 
So 1 have a further word 


for you this morning. 


If 1 read the 
signs of the times 


right—'the signs of these times of up- 
heaval—we are 
as Christians facing 


today another crucial test of o.ur faith, 
and one even more crucial and funda- 
mental than these others of which I 
have spoken. 
Today there is littlo 


deeming power, if it Is given nn op- 
portunity. My only doubts are as to 
Ihe willingness and

Christian chinch to apply the Gospel 
remedy to the Ills of tho world in an 
undiluted form. 
As 1 have already 
sild in this pulpit, and more often in- 
timated, there must be a discriminat- 
ing separation of the Old Testament 
from tho New Testament—of the re- 
ligion of I lie most of tho Old Testa- 
ment from the religion of Jesus. 
The 


religion of much of 
ihe Old Testa- 


ment mauV possible, and is appealed 
(o in justification of, the present con- 
dition In Kuropo. The religion of Je- 
sus, and only that religion, -will cure 
nnd make forever Impossible the re- 
currence of those conditions. This Is 
the task of the Christian church ot 
this church, in the coming years." 


Sermon By Rev. Mr. Clark 


The sermon at the vesper 
services 


was by Rev. Geo. L. Clark, whose boy- 
hood was spent in l*owcll and in High 
Street church. The sermon was highly 
reminiscent and tho speaker gave a 
touch of humor now and then by re- 
calling incidents "n the lighter vein. 


After 
a 
breezy 
Introduction 
the 


interest in the scientific test of faith 
or in the test of biblical Interpretation: 
there 1s little concern over theological 
problems, and even sociological prob- 
lems are being thrust back from the 
front row. 
The shock of the terrible. 


European conflict has forced upon us 
a more fundamental Issue, involving 
the effectiveness of the church and the 
reality of the value of the Gospel of 
Christ.

Quebec, Timothy Atkinson, had shown 
the good judgment to" marry n lady of 
wealth and that this 
worthy couple 


wished lo gather a mission church In 
Belvidere. Such men as A. L. Brooks 
and Judge Crosby fosiered ihe move- 
ment, and the building in which \ve 
are gathered was bought for 
57500 


from an 1-Ipispopal sociely, which had 
nearly completed the structure 
nnd 


lost courage. Tills is the only instance 
I ever heard of in which Episcopalians 
lost their nerve. 
The church 
was 


fearfully 
and 
wonderfully 
adorned 


with wooden turrets or peaks, roosting 
along Ihe eaves, giving a mild cathe- 
dral effect, with Invitation to the rain 
to soak in. 


A church of 
71 members was or- 


gnni7.ccl at the John Street church 
Jan. 22, 1S46; a month later. Timothj 
Atkinson was Installed minister. That 
pastorate lasted about a year, despite 
the good lady's pockethook, and

1S47 the brilliant and eloquent Josepl 
H. Towne became the minister here 
1 do not remember Mr. Towne, though 
I am told that he baptized me. 1 mus 
have been a member of the consrega 
tion that was often lifted to the heav- 
enly gables by this gifted preacher. I 
fear I stayed in the new, threatening 
my relatives with insanity; squirming 
around, tipping over the foot stools, 
munching figs, counting the seeds, and 
praying for the final "Amen."

I had acquired the sense to appreciate 
the rapt periods of a man who did so 
much to turn the tide of popular favor 
toward this church. 


"I had a faint imagination that the

His 
name was then unadorned by the title 
of 'D.D..' which he said meant 'dread- 
ful dull.'
